Upland was chosen be- 
cause it is so-called ‘‘sta- 
ble”’ community, little turn- 
over among its residents; 
large enough to provide a 
variety of tastes in pro- 
grams and financially qual- 
fied to pay a monthly fee 
for the service. 

So, in a year or so, you 
may be able to pick your 
programs and commercial 
sponsors.

Bank Robber Incident Unites 
Law Enforcement Agencies 


Upland’s bank robber made big local news and 
the incident gave local people an opportunity to see 
big-time law enforcement in operation. 


The F.B.I. agents immediately got into action be- 
cause the First National bank’s deposits are of concern 
to a federal agency. Local officers, naturally, were 
first on the job. An alarm system directly connects the 
bank with the police station. Sound of a buzzer in 
the east end of the city hall, summoned all available 
officers. 


Immediate broadcast over the police radio system 
notified all other officers. Within a very few minutes, 
the Upland bank was virtually filled with officers and 
a thorough, block-by-block search was under way. 


Scores of leads, naturally, were received and fol- 
lowed down. One of the slimmest tips came from a 
Fontana newspaperman, who had leared from an 
express agent 24 hours after the robbery about an 
easy-talking, freely money spending young man. 


While the F.B.I.’s nation-wide organization caught 
the robber in his Arkansas home town, the Upland 
police department is credited with giving very vital 
help during the emergency and the many investiga- 
tions. This incident emphasizes that a good, local po- 
lice department is only a part of a large net-work of 
officers. 


It is not good for any town to be involved with 
major law violators. It is reassuring to know, however, 
that when in time of need, we do have a good police 
department here and that many other agencies are 
ready to assist in time of emergency.

For Widening 


Development of Baseline 
(16th St.) from the Upland 
eastern city limits east to 
San Bernardino as a 100-foot 
hignway is part of the coun- 
ty road building program. 
The same plan also prevails 
tor Arrow Hwy. and in some 
areas the two thoroughfares 
will be 120 feet wide with a 
divider strip in the center, 
according to County Super- 
visor Dan Mikesell. 

These improvements are 
of interest here because the 
thoroughfares bisect Alta 
Loma and Cucamonga and 
connect with Upland streets. 

Through Upland, 16th St. 
right-of-way is 80 feet in 
width and the local Arrow 
right-of-way is also 80 feet 
except in the presently de- 
veloped areas, according to 
City Manager Elwin Alder. 

Mr. Mikesell explained 
that ‘‘as development oc- 
curs, the county obtains 
deeds for the wider rights- 
of-way along both arteries 
and thus we are getting 
ready for the time when 
wider pavement can be 
placed and if conditions per- 
mit, a divided highway will 
be developed.’’ 

Development of this plan 
will be watched for possible 
ultimate affect on the local 
arteries. If heavy traffic, for 
example, in the county area 
occurs on Baseline, it is pos- 
sible that 16th St, through 
Upland would be called up- 
on to earry a heavier load. 

Mr. ‘Mikesell predicted it 
would be several years be- 
fore the enlarged thorough- 
fares would be completed. 

At the same time, the Cal- 
ifornia highway commission 
is preparing to establish an 
“upper’’ freeway north of 
19th St. from the county seat 
to Mountain Ave.

Sixty-Six Years On Etiwanda 


Ranch Recorded By Fred Koch 


Ends 43 Year |

, After 43 years as a volun- 
teer crop reporter for the 
U.S. Dept. of Agriculture, 
90-year-old Fred Koch of Et- 
iwanda has submitted his 
resignation and retired from 
this activity, following his 
retirement two years ago 
from active citrus ranching. 
A letter of appreciation for 
his services as a crop report- 
er was recently recieved bw 
Mr. Koch from Niels I. Niel- 
sen, agricultural statistician 
in charge of the California 
Crop and Livestock Report- 
ing Service, to which Mr. 
Koch has reported since 1927. 
Mr. Nielsen said, in part: 
“On behalf of the Depart- 
ment, I want to take this op- 
portunity to express to you 
our sincere thanks and ap- 
preciation for your faithful 
cooperation through all these 
years, You may be assured 
that your reports have con- 


|tributed to the information 


the Department uses in keep- 
ing farmers and others aa- 
vised as to the progress of 
agriculture in the State*and 
in the Nation.”’ 

Indicating the value of Mr. 
Koch’s reports was a tele- 
gram dispatched to him as 
recent as 1951, when his an- 
nual report had not been re- 
ceived as early as in past 
years, urging that it be for- 
warded immediately. 

The pioneer Etiwandan’s 
records go even farther back 
than 1914, when he first sub- 
mitted reports to the govern- 
ment bureaus, to 1897. 


Arriving in Etiwanda, ‘in 


1891, Mr. Koch became a re- 


sident of, the 15-acre ranch 


; at 7491 Etiwanda Ave., where 


he still resides today, 66 
years later. He first worked 
for Harry B. Gurley, owner 
of the ranch and son of a 
John Gurley who served 


Président Abraham Lincoln 


as assistant, and later was 
appointed by Lincoln the 
first Terctorial Governor of 
Arizona after serving on the 
military staff of General] 
Ulysses S, Grant. 

The Gurleys also built the 
Etiwanda store, still in op- 
eration, and Mr. Koch oc-

Mr. Koch planted his ori- 
ginal groves and vineyard, 
and replaced them through 
the years with new plantings. 
His, record book for 1903 re- 
cords the purchase in Ap- 
ril of 113 orange trees for 
$62.20, 75 trees at one-half 
finch at 50¢ each, and 38 
trees at five eighths inch at 
65¢ each. 

The Koch home was built 
by Chas. Forster, the same
